Build Own Power Plant 
Down Memphis way the citizens 
are peeved. Back in 1939, through 
a local referendum, they voted, 18 
to I, in favor of obtaining their 
electricity from 
the 
TVA. 
Now 
Washington comes along with a 
plan that would build a plant in 
Arkansas 
to 
bring 
power 
into 
Memphis, so that the juice Mem­ 
phis is using can be sent to Ken­ 
tucky. 
The people in Memphis are not 
swallowing the one about “local 
interests’' 
building a plant. 
The 
“local” boys involved are Edgar 
H. Dixon and Eugene A. Yates, 
commissioned by the government 
to do this circuitous bit of hocus- 
pocus, which all utility men well 
know is an effort to shove private 
power into the TVA area in hopes 
of eventually breaking up that pro­ 
ject, thus removing a yardstick for 
the measurement of electric costs. 
So far every effort in Washing­ 
ton to block the Dixon-Yates pro­ 
ject has been smothered, despite 
the Democrat majority which could 
budget it out the window. Still re­ 
maining is the possibility that the 
transmission line can be removed 
from the public works appropria­ 
tion bill, but the odds are against 
such success. 
If this fails, the people of Mem­ 
phis will act for themselves. Rather 
than buy from private power, they 
will build their own steam plant. 
They know through experience that 
publicly owned utilities are good 
business and save 
money. 
They 
have enjoyed such benefits. 
If they can integrate their plant 
with TVA, that will save money,

We, Too, Have Problem s 
This reminds us 
of

flood 
problem which never 
has 
been 
solved for upper Allegheny towns. 
Every year we read of appropria­ 
tions with which something is sup­ 
posed to be done toward construct­ 
ing a dam. We would like to see a 
full accounting of that money. 
If anyone has written Congress­ 
man Gavin 
recently 
concerning 
this subject and has any answers 
from that voice of the area we 
would appreciate learning what he 
has to say. If you dislike writing 
such letters, why not mail him this 
piece. It might move him. 
Meanwhile, we can at least main­ 
tain open minds about such pro­ 
jects as the Kinzua dam. There 
has been too much pettiness and 
far too many silly arguments used 
against it. There are some good 
ones on both sides and they de­ 
serve serious attention. 
We are not being facetious when 
we talk of a direct line to Wash­ 
ington and 
its 
plans 
about 
the 
river. It will directly affect us if 
built, and we should be well in­ 
formed on every plan involved. If 
it is to create a lake fifteen miles 
upstream from this community we 
have a right to see that it is con­ 
structed in a way that will be 
beneficial. We should make every 
effort to guard against its creating 
problems. 
We see no reason why some local 
group which prides itself for com­ 
munity spirit should net take this 
m atter under its wing and keep in 
touch. Perhaps such an approach 
would gain more respectful atten­ 
tion from Washington officials. 
This editor owns quite a library 
of information on the river, rang­ 
ing from the Ohio River report to 
letters from hydro-engineers, from 
army engineer opinions to so-called 
secret reports. Though why there 
should be anything secret about so 
public a subject we never have 
been able to understand. 
But despite all the information 
at our disposal we cannot tell you 
where the dollars go for prelimin­ 
ary work on the dam. We see no 
results. We see nothing new’. If 
the money is spent annually we are 
about due for something far differ­ 
ent than anything which we find in 
our files or library. 
Like Memphis, we have a prob­ 
lem that waits on Washington. If 
we want something done we may 
have to push in the right places. 
That is a big “if” , however. DO 
we want something done? 
If we do, and it is not the dam, 
why are we not seeing to it that 
money is spent on the proper plans 
why are we not seeing to it that 
rather than on a dam that never 
becomes a reality, even on paper. 
This would be a far more practical 
and sane approach to the subject 
than much of 
the 
silly 
prattle 
which we have read and heard, 
mostly from those who have sel­ 
fish reasons for not wanting a dam.

Echoes From Our Past 


Step right up and meet * 
ODLDOM'S OILY ROGUE 
By 
Ernest C. Miller 
When Benedict Hagan was born 
in Wurtemberg, Germany, during 
1841, and even when he arrived in 
New York City eleven years later 
with his parents, this country did 
not notice him. But this youngster, 
thrust on an unsuspecting and ill- 
prepared United States, was to be 
worthy of notice and carved for 
himself an unusual career which 
today has been virtually forgotten. 
Hie day the Hagan family landed 
in New York, 
the 
father was 
swindled out of his fortune of $800 
in gold, receiving for it partly 
shoddy merchandise 
and 
partly 
counterfeit money. By some un 
known means, the family eventual­ 
ly journeyed to Syracuse arid settl 
ed there permanently and the elder 
Hagan conducted a cabinet-making 
shop for many years. 
Young Benedict cared little for 
the drugery of woodworking and 
persuaded his father to set him up 
as a street peddler but after work­ 
ing some weeks at this, Ben found 
he was losing money. 
His next venture was when a 
friend offered him some wonder­ 
ful pictures and steel engravings; 
the boy purchased them and put 
them on exhibition for a fee. The 
customers came rushing in but so 
did the police for the“friend”had 
stolen the library of a clergyman 
who was out of town, carefully 
removed the plates and sold them 
to Ben, and then threw away the 
valuable books. For having failed 
to realize the importance of “cav­ 
eat emptor” Ben was sentenced to 
thirty days in jail. 
It was likely during this period, 
Wiiile he had plenty of time for 
sober reflection, that he decided he 
would 
do 
better 
with 
another 
name, and with the Irish in ascend­ 
ancy, he selected the name of Ben 
Hogan. As Hogan he lived the rest 
of his life. 
Now the unhappy German-turn­ 
ed-Irish man ran away with two 
companions but they were quickly 
found and returned to Syracuse 
where Ben was punished by being 
sent to the House of Refuge at 
Rochester for three months. It was 
the last time Ben was ever to be 
detained more than a single day 
for any cause. 
Upon being released, the boy 
disappeared again and this time 
was not apprehended. He worked 
his way to Albany on a canal boat, 
and after getting to New York he 
found employment as a cabin boy 
on a coastal steamer. Two years 
later, while back in the port of 
New York, Ben strolled into a 
gymnasium and was introduced to 
the manly art of boxing. Intrigued 
with what he saw and owning a 
powerful physique, he determined 
to become a boxer; billed as “The 
Sailor Boy” he fought in many 
New York State towns becoming 
quickly recognized as a good fight­ 
er and a handy helper in any rough- 
and-tumble affairs. 
Suddenly Hogan had a stroke of 
good fortune. He won $750 in a 
lottery and headed for New Or­ 
leans; just as suddenly he exhibit­ 
ed bad luck of his own making. 
The lottery prize disappeared in 
one evening, lost playing poker of 
which Ben knew absolutely nothing 
at this time. It was his first lesson 
at a game at which he later was to 
become an expert. 
Broke and stranded, Ben reput­ 
edly joined the crew of a pirate 
ship preying successfully on mer­ 
chant ships for six months. After 
a fight among the crew over the 
spoils, Hogan took his share and 
headed for New York to see how 
fast he could enjoy it. With his 
$50,000 he purchased a small saloon 
on Cortlandt Street and spent the 
balance of his time and money 
living high, wide, and naughtily 
with the prettiest girls he could 
find. 
It surprised no one that in a 
matter of weeks Ben had to start

working and we find him entertain­ 
ing in Syracuse at Malcolm Hall. 
Here he lifted 1500 pound weights, 
held 95 pounds by various fingers, 
and gave boxing lessons. Whenever 
the opportunity presented, he per­ 
formed in upper New York State 
towns as a strongman, on the 
trapeze, and as a tumbler. In some 
acts he allowed a huge stone to be 
placed on his chest and then had it 
broken with the mighty stroke of a 
sledge. 
On a subsequent trip to the south, 
Ben claimed he had to shoot a 
man in self-defense, but whatever 
happened, he was arraigned and 
discharged provided he would join 
the Confederate Army. Promising 
that he would, Hogan escaped 
promptly and easily. 
In later years, Ben liked to relate 
that he was a pretty convincing 
talker and once had persuaded a 
Confederate officer to hire him as 
a civilian spy - shortly afterwards, 
he concluded a like deal with a 
Union General. With passes to both 
armies, free to come and go as he 
pleased, the chance to profiteer in 
such articles as quinine, medical 
supplies, and tobacco, 
was too 


great to be passed by. The spy 
saw to it that Ute se items were 
available to the people who would 
pay him the mort rn#ttep. Ben was 
not one to let u^jJlfctity knock 
without opening the dfcr several 
times. 
It was in 1815 whip Ben was 
enroute north by train that he 
accidentally ran iteto has old friend 
Jim O’Neil. 
“Where you bound for?”, asked 
Ben. 
“For the oil rtgtens,” was the 
answer. 
“The oil reports - afltere's that?” , 
queried Hogan. 
A ^ 
“Why in PennajpM**e, nf course. 
More life there t f i i allw here else 
in the world. Jute the place for a 
fellow like you. A Bruit of money!”, 
replied O’Neil. 
The more Hngan thought about 
what his friend h^I tA l him, the 
more he was corwlMld that the 
oil country might be tent the place 
for a man of his taleift He traveled 
towards the booming petroleum 
fields of northwestern Pennsylvan­ 
ia and unerringly picked the busiest 
and toughest place to make his 
start, fabulous Pithole City. 
Pithole was unknuwn six months 
before Hogan reached the place 
but when a “wildcat” well struck 
oil in territory long believed vir­ 
gin, cm the farm of Thomas Holm- 


den on January 7, 1865, the new 
area became the wildest center of 
the frenzied drilling and specula­ 
tion mania. 
Peace, arriving with the end of 
the Civil War, released a horde of 
discharged soldiers with inflated 
pay money in their pockets and 
thousands of them headed towards 
“the oil regions” with a large por­ 
tion drawn to Pithole as by a 
magnet. Pithole was impressive as 
a crude oil producer too, for 3,000 
teamsters could hardly haul the 
daily production of oil away from 
the muddy town. 
There was little or no entertain­ 
ment, few and poor quarters, ter­ 
rible food, a lack of good water, 
but an abundance of toughs, un­ 
scrupulous speculators, 
outright 
crooks, and shady women. 
Hogan established himself as the 
ruler of Pithole while working for 
Tim Heenan at his “Cottage,” a 
vile resort. As a featured perform­ 
er each night,* the “Irishman” of­ 
fered $100 to anyone who could last 
three rounds with him and while 
many tried, not one collected the 
prize. 
Besides working as a bouncer in 
concert saloons and other interest­ 
ing places in Titusville and Oil 
City, Ben found time to stage the 
first prize fight in the oil region. 
On April 18, 1866, before 1,000 


spectators at Pithole, Hogan faced 
Jack Holliday, a bruiser of renown 
from Rochester. After five bloody 
rounds, and after Hogan knocked 
Holliday to the ground in the sixth, 
Holliday clung to hiny desperately 
and struck a foul blow thereby 
giving Ben the victory. The Titus­ 
ville Morning Herald reported the 
brawl in detail in jocular vein. 
Firmly entrenched as the tough­ 
est man in the petroleum country, 
Ben became manager of Em Fen­ 
ton’s Dance House where he soon 
was enraptured with an attractive 
strumpet known as French Kate. 
Money was not coming in fast 
enough so Ben and Kate journeyed 
to Warren County, and on a high 
hill overlooking some of the best 
oil wells in the world, they opened 
a large brothel.

stories are unusual and both are 
I entirely unsupported by evidence 
U but they will not down. 
Jealous of Hogan's successful 
operation at Babylon, in February, 
1867, hoodlums from Petroleum 
Centre, led by Bill Casey and Dave 
Owen, raided the place in an at­ 
li tempt to kill Ben. They were doing 
an excellent job of it when French 
Rate saved her lover by appearing 
unexpectedly with a blazing pistol 
and wounded two of the assailants. 
While this ended the battle, Hogan 
and Ais mistress were arrested only 
to be promptly released at nearby 
Tidioute. The astute editor of the 
famous Pithole Dally Record ap­ 
plauded their release and thought 
the decision a just one. 
From the time Ben arrived in 
oildom in 1865, he was away from 
the oil country only at intervals up 
to 1877 and his locations and enter­ 
prises were, by their very nature, 
scattered far and wide and sub­ 
jected him 
to possible 
sudden 
moves. 
The year 1869 was a banner one 
for Hogan. Spring of that year 
found him leading a strange troupe 
through the muddy roads of oil­ 
dom. His cavalcade consisted of a 
group of fifteen girls, dressed as 
men, and 
mounted 
on 
horses; 
following them came a pack train 
of tents, clothing, and other equip­ 
ment. Locating at opportune points, 
these girls, all prostitutes, gave a 
brief show and then retired to their 
tents for business. 
Autumn of the same year saw 
Ben at the top of his fistic prowess 
and he met Tom Allen, the heavy­ 
weight hare-knuckle 
champion, 
near Council Bluffs, in an attempt 
to wrest the title from him. The 
first round lasted eight minutes and 
Hogan had a knockdown to his 
credit and tried to throw Allen 
over the ropes without success. In 
the second round. Allen tagged Ben 
with a foul blow that dropped him 
to the ground in agony. The doctor 
reported Hogan had been ruptured 
and could not continue, but before 
a protest could be lodged, time was 
called and Ben responded ready for 
battle. During this round Allen 
drove his knee into Ben’s groin, 
rolling him to the turf in great 
pain. Referee Tad Ryan refused the 
claim of a foul, declared Allen still 
the champion, yet returned all the 
money that had been bet on the 
two fighters. 
Spectators and fighters 
alike 
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were furious and the referee show­ 
ed weakness and poor judgment in 
his fence-straddling decision. But 
Allen retained the title as far as 
the record books show. 
Parker’s Landing, in Pennsylvan­ 
ia’s Armstrong County, provided 
the next scene for an oil strike and 
Ben was there about as soon as 
the first gusher began spouting oil 
into the air. He purchased a river 
steamer 125 feet long and fitted it 
up as a night club and adorned it 
with the name of “The Floating 
Palace.” When Armstrong County 
law officers tried to raid the “hot 
spot,” Ben floated it halfway across 
the Allegheny River under the jur­ 
isdiction of Clarion County where 
he had been 
smart 
enough 
to 
secure a liquor license. The law 
was never able to touch his boat 
and it was regarded as the most 
vicious house of sin in western 
Pennsylvania. Even a staid Eng­ 
lish historian of the petroleum in­ 
dustry, James D. Henry, accords it 
this distinction. 
Finally 
Hogan 
allowed 
his 
strange craft to drift leisurely 
down the river to Pittsburgh and 
what really happened to the bagnio 
is not clear but it is known that it 
burned most mysteriously. 
After a brief respite in Pitts­ 
burgh, 
Ben 
opened “Hogan’s 
Ranche” at Petrolia City, six miles 
south of his former triumphs at 
Parker’s Landing. The St. Peters-

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bargh Presa advocated late in 1872 
that Hogan should be imprisoned 
or lynched because of the place he 
was running. 
Such publicity only whetted Ben’s 
appetite and when Petrolia City 
became a borough in 1873, Hogan 
ran against George H. Dimick for 
the office of Burgess. Defeated by 
more than five to one, he sold his 
dive and moved to Greece City. 
Later he returned to Petrolia and 
on a wild bet he built the Petrolia 
Opera House in less than thirty 
days. At nearby Millerstown he 
built another opera house, though 
cheaper in construction, and it was 
opened by Wildman’s Dramatic 
Company with an engagement of 
“East Lynne” running two weeks 
to a packed house 
After brief stays at Elk City and 
at Tarport, a small town iii the 
new Bradford oil field, Ben gave 
his Tarport house to one of his 
girls and departed for New York 
early in 1878. On August 22 of that 
year, he entered the Park Theatre 
on Broadway and heard the Rever­ 
end Charles Sawyer at a revival 
meeting. He was soon converted, 
soon married, and he and his wife 
assisted Sawyer with his work in 
the Bowery. 
While difficult to believe, Ho­ 
gan's conversion lasted and two 
years later he and his wife toured 
the oil regions. People refused to 
believe that Hogan was sincere or 
that his regeneration was complete 
and in general they failed to listen 
to his message. He often started 
by assuring them of his sincerity 
and in Bradford he explained, “I 
have heard it said on the streets of 
Bradford that I came back here 
for the purpose of making some 
easy money. Friends, this is no 
business to be in to get wealthy. 
It I were after money, I could 
have had it by sticking to my old 
business where dollars could be 
made instead of this, where o r ’v 
pennies are made!” 
To Hogan’s credit it should be 
said that he and his. wife, with 
courage and honesty, went to Chi­ 
cago and operated a home for dere­ 
licts on West Madison Street. It 
was well run and drew favorable 
attention from such notables as 
Reverend Tom Moody and Jane 
Adams of Hull House. Ben died in 
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FIRST KNOCK-DOWN. This is 
an old print of the first prize fight 
in Petrolia, 1866..

1916 and today he is remembered 
only by the very old oil men whose 
ranks are thinning fast. 
At rare intervals a copy of Ho­ 
gan’s book turns up in dusty cor­ 
ners of second-hand shops. It car­ 
ries the appropriate title 
“Ben 
Hogan - The Wickedest Man in the 
World” and the brilliant though ec­ 
centric George Francis Train help­ 
ed him write it. At the time the 
book was published, in 1878, Ho­ 
gan’s name was such that even 
Train attempted to camouflage his 
part in the undertaking by signing 
himself as “Trainer.”

The figures spent by m ajor ad­ 
vertisers for space in the nation’s 
press have appeared in several 
trade magazines in recent weeks. 
Aside from the obvious fact that 
General Motors thought enough of 
newspaper space to increase its 
press dollars by thirteen percent 
for a total of $37 million, plus, and 
lead the field, we find many other 
interesting facts. 
Liggett and Myers jumped their 
newspaper space about 88 per cent, 
far 
over three 
million 
dollars. 
Socony Vacuum increased its news­ 
paper advertising 108 per cent, 
The Texas Co., 204 per cent, and 
the Gulf Oil Corp. 206 per cent. 
Revlon Products went 
up 420 
per cent! Phillips Petroleum, 124 
per cent. Swanson and Sons, 193 
per cent. 
We find much more of interest 
in the breakdown of these figures. 
Who are some of these people? 
What trend is there here? Where 
do many leaders concentrate most 
of their dollars? 
It may be a coincidence but you 
will have to excuse us if we seem 
a bit curious about the fact that the 
m ajor gas interests spent so much 
this past year when it was so im­ 
portant to have a good press. Those 
efforts to have controls removed 
from gas producing prices could 
be involved here. 
You may want to 
know 
who 
Swanson and Sons are They sell 
frozen foods, and you know that 
this has become a m ajor business.^ 
They spent most of it on frozen 
dinners, though frozen poultry was 
close behind. 
Time, Inc. increased its news­ 
paper advertising over 
IOO 
per 
cent. Most of this, $670,000, was 
used to push Life. It spent $420,000 
on the new one. Sports Illustrated. 
Time came in for only $173,000, 
and Fortune, $81,839. 
The expenditure of $939,000 by the 
Union Carbide and Carbon Corp. 
may mean nothing to you. But it 
knocks down to the fact that nearly 
a half million of this was used to 
sell Eveready flashlight batteries, 
and $377,536 for Prestone. 
Most of the packers, such as 
Armour, Swift, Wilson, and others 
spent the m ajor portion of their 
budget on m eat products, a natural 
procedure. However, Armour top­ 
ped even its m eat products figure 
with 819 thousand on Dial soap. 
In fact, as you check over the 
general producers, if they have a 
soap product on their list it is very 
apt to lead the list of expenditures. 
And this is newspaper advertising 
and not soap radio opera. There 
obviously is a lush profit in soaps. 
The cigaret people, except Lig­ 
gett and Myers, reduced their bud­ 
gets a shade. But they spent a 
bigger share on the longies and the 
filtered jobs in an effort to counter­ 
act the unfavorable publicity con­ 
cerning harmful aspects of cigaret 
smoke. 
Looking over the big drug cor­ 
porations we find 
that 
Sterling 
spent the largest amount on an 
old favorite, Milk of Magnesia, al­ 
most a half million. Colgate spent 
the most on Colgate Dental Cream, 
$2,739,000. Fab and Halo also rated 
over a million each. The other six 
million dollars was well scattered. 
Radio took a licking when it 
came to promotion by the manu­ 
facturers, who obviously 
know 
where the future lies. Avco spent 
534 thousand on Crosley refriger­ 
ators and 383 thousand on Crosley 
television, but only 13 thousand on 
radio. 
The Radio Corporation of Amer­ 
ica spent $871,417 to sell television 
sets, but only $20,514 to sell radios. 
General Motors, that leader we 
mentioned in the first paragraph, 
spent nearly eleven of its thirty- 
seven million to sell Chevrolets. 
Buick was next with a little over 
eight million. Then came Pontiac 
with five, 
and Oldsmobile with 
nearly four. Studebaker spent al­ 
most two million to introduce those 
new Packards, but topped that with 
,over three million on Studebakers. 
Ford spent eleven of its seventeen 
on Fords, almost three on Mer- 
curys. 
Chrysler used over three million 
on Chryslers and about the same

$1,675,000 on Nash. 
American Home Products, who 
sell everything from 3 In One Oil 
to Bisodol, and used a million and 
a half to do it, checked out most 
of it, $314,000, for Preparation H, 
and $254,000 on Anacin. 
A trend of the times m ay be 
found 
in 
the 
$33,000 spent 
by 
Brunswick to advertise bowling 
equipment, plus about $6,000 on 
bowling balls, while spending only 
$1,524 on billiard tables. 
If you wonder why some whis­ 
kies are better known and perhaps 
more often seen than others, this 
may explain it. 
Of all the Seagram products, it 
spent over three million to adver­ 
tise 7 Crown, and about $1,600,000 
on Calvert Reserve. The other five 
million was well divided. 
National Distillers Products spent 
$6,718,375 on about twenty-seven 
brands. Old Crow rated over a 
million of this. Old Taylor was next 
with about 833 thousand. A half 
million went for PM. 
Schenley spent about six million 
on over fifty brands. But on Schen­ 
ley Reserve it spent a little over 
one million. Over a half million 
helped sell Ancient Age, and near­ 
ly a half million was allotted to 
Old Stagg. 
The real variety can be found in 
Standard Brands. It spent $610,000 
to advertise Fleischm anns Prefer­ 
red whiskey, but topped it with 
$986,000 on Chase & Sanborn Instant 
Coffee, and $814,000 for J31ue Bon­ 
net Margarine.

Television and Radio 
By John Crosby 


T H E O L D G A N G 
I get a huge satisfaction out of 
the twenty-five year old success of 
Our Gang” comedies, partly be­ 
cause I was brought up on them as 
a kid, but mostly because they 
support a favorite thesis of mine 
that children prefer gentle show's 
to the violent ones. For seven years 
now the idiotic adults who sell 
breakfast foods and chewing gum 
and who think they know what the 
kids want have been feeding them 
pictures of one cowboy shooting 
another cowboy or of atomic dis­ 
integrators blowing up Jupiter. 
Then along comes a “Disneyland” 
or “Our Gang” comedy and knocks 
the spots off them. I don’t know 
whether to be elated or discourag­ 
ed at the fact that our children 
have better taste than the grown­ 
ups. 
Old Hal Roach, sr., who made 
these twenty-five year old come­ 
dies, kept them surprisingly whole­ 
some. Stanky, Baby Jean, Alfalfa 
and Farina were 
mischievous 
youngsters, but swiping cookies and 
throwing mud pies was about as 
far as they ever went. There wasn’t 
an atomic 
disintegrator in 
the 
crowd. Children love pets and this 
series is alive with dogs, cats and 
goats that get into the fun. Even 
that long ago, Roach was quietly 
teaching racial tolerance by show­ 
ing kids of different races playing 
happily together. 
The comedies are now in sixty- 
one cities and are doing well in 
all of them. In New York the series 
on WPIX is now the top daytime 
show, belting the pants off such 
old favorites as Arthur Godfrey, 
Gary Moore and Dave Garroway, 
to say nothing of the established 
kid shows, “Pinky Lee” and “How­ 
dy Doody.” In Hollywood once, 
Farina and her pals got an 18.2 
rating up against an NBC Spectacu­ 
lar which got only 4.9. In St. Louis 
the kids rolled up a 34.8 against 
1.4 for Captain Video and his con­ 
founded disintegrators, and a 2.2 
for Gene Autry and his roaring 
guns. Now if that doesn’t contain 
a lesson for the future producers 
of children’s shows, they must be 
totally blind. For years the spon­ 
sors have ignored die pleas of par­ 
ents and educators to cut out the 
violence for our children. But can 
they ignore the children them­ 
selves? 
Actually, while 
fundamentally 
aimed at kids, “Our Gang” come­ 
dies have proved mighty popular 
with the adults too. This is partly 
nostalgia, old fuddy-duddies like 
me reliving our childhood, * but 
partly it just reaffirms the fact 
that old Hal Roach was a mighty 
fine showman who knew what the 
people wanted. Another basic fac­ 
tor in their appeal is the fact that 
they are mercifully silent. After 
all that racket emanating from 
“Howdy Doody,” this silence is a 
blessing beyond price. 
If you keep a sharp eye peeled, 
you’ll see some big stars in their 
formative years. One of the bit 
players in the gang was Eddifi 
Bracken, who is now playing t h * 
lead in “The Seven Year Itch” on 
Broadway. “I was the kid in the 
white suit,” he recalled recently, 
“that other kids used to throw mud 
pies at.” Another of the youngsters 
was Nannette Fabray, who is now 
Sid Caesar’s leading lady.

He had a policeman 
rush in and pretend to arrest my 
mother and he pretended to fire 
an assistant director I liked.

$1,000 a week.”

Safe Play 
The public has become more 
play conscious as it finds addition­ 
al time, a combination that iesults 
from modern gadgets to do chores 
at home and shorter hours at the 
plant or office.

The National Rec­ 
reation Association has distributed 
a booklet covering the basic steps 
to take for safety in most major 
sports. All Of these precautions are 
condensed into one piece inside the 
front cover. It was written by Ed­ 
ward Gerbic. We pass it along: 
“PLAY SAFE” 
At first, you might not think 
there is any cmnection between 
the safety rules for basketball and 
camping, tennis and football, bicy­ 
cling and boating. But if you read 
the expert advice in this booklet, 
you’ll find that there are some 
basic rules for every sport. For 
example 
Use your common sense. The ex­ 
perts agree that sports call for a 
combination of brains and muscle - 
with brains the more important. 
Second — practice, practice and 
then practice. A thorough training 
in your sport not only makes it 
safer, it makes you a better player. 
Perfecting your skill and guarding 
against the hazards of the game 
mean that you’ll have a better 
time, too. 
Third —- accept your responsibili­ 
ties. This can mean anything from 
controlling a camping fire, 
to 
watching out for others when you 
are driving or following traffic 
rules in bicycling. 
Fourth — know your own con­ 
dition. Physical defects do not al­ 
ways mean you cannot enjoy a 
sport; but they do mean that you 
must know just how much you can 
do. And, even if you are in the 
best condition, the pros tell you not 
to overdo it. 
Filth — have the right equip­ 
ment and use it correctly. Abe 
Saperstein points out the dangers 
of 
going without 
proper 
knee 
guards and ankle wraps in basket­ 
ball; Fred Kugler urges you to 
make sure your bicycle is mechan­ 
ically safe. And this rule applies to 
everything from camping gear to 
football pads, from life preservers 
to the right kind of socks for ten­ 
nis!

WASHINGTON. « A continually 
fascinating aspect of the political 
show here is the discovery of the 
impact of economic influences up­ 
on politics, those forces behind'the 
scenes that are responsible for 
what the actors, the members of 
Congress, do on the public stage. 
It is partly to enlighten the voters 
about such influences that Senator 
Hennings (D., Mo.), brought for­ 
ward his bill to revise existing 
aws on campaign expenditures, 
which now has been approved by 
the Senate Rules and Administra­ 
tion Committee. For that measure, 
among its other desirable aims, 
would require a public report of 
every cent contributed and spent in 
primary and general elections for 
nomination and election of candi­ 
dates both for Congress, as well r 
the 
Presidency 
and Vice-Presi* 
dency. This would include collec­ 
tions by the multitude of special 
local, state and national commit­ 
tees, often with fancy names, which 
now escape under existing laws. 
Under Sen. Hennings’ bill you 
would be able to learn who and 
what interests are paying toward 
the election of our national offic­ 
ials. This is important to know in 
watching Congress 
and judging 
what it does, whether the contribu­ 
tors be wealthy individuals, or­ 
ganizations like labor and farm 
groups, or business, financial and 
industrial interests with particular 
objectives in legislation. 
This look-see is offered as a 
result of the intense public interest 
generated in the attempt to get a 
bill through this Congress to ex 
empt natural gas producers from 
regulation by the Federal Power 
Commission. After an exemption 
bill recently was approved by the 
House Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mittee by a narrow vote, LG to 15, 
its sponsor, Rep. Oren Harris (D., 
Ark.), introduced a resolution to 
authorize the committee to inves­ 
tigate the transportation and dis­ 
tribution of natural gas as it affects 
the cost to consumers. 
Mr. Harris and other supporters 
of exemption bills have become 
very sensitive to the consumer who 
has raised such an uproar here 
against such bills. The Arkansas 
Congressman presumably wants to 
show what part of the cost of gas 
to the consumer is chargeable to 
those who transport and distribute 
it, as a way of taking the heat of]: 
the producer who would be exempt 
from Federal regulation under his 
bill. 
However, 
another 
committee 
member, the ranking Republican 
member, the veteran Rep. Charles 
A. Wolverton (R., N. J.) says in 
formation is needed also about the 
producer, about his costs and how 
he determines his price for gas in 
the first instance, and also about 
the control and ownership of the 
natural gas industry. So he has 
introduced an amendment to the 
Harris resolution for an investiga 
tion also of the producer. 
An important part of the control 
story is, of course, how a few big 
oil companies who own the major 
part of our natural gas reserves 
have spent a million-and-a-half do! 
lars for lobbying in Congress. Rrv 
Wolverton stressed the ownership- 
angle by inserting the veto mes 
sage of former President Truman 
(April 21, 1950) which killed a prev 
ious bill to exempt producers. 
Mr. Truman pointed out thai; 
competition in the natural gas in 
dustry is limited, among other 
factors he cited, “by the degree 
of concentration of ownership of 
natural gas reserves.” He said 
“While there are a large number 
of producers and gatherers, a rela 
tively small number of them own 
a substantial majority of the gas 
reserves.” The New Jersey Repub 
lican said it is necessary to inves 
tigate the producer to bring out 
this story.

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His resolution called upon the 
Federal Power Commission to help 
with the investigation. This it can 
do most effectively, for it has de­ 
tailed breakdowns of ownership of 
natural gas. We might, for ex­ 
ample, take the Phillips Petroleum 
Company, which was the company 
involved in the Supreme Court rul­ 
ing a year ago that producers must 
be regulated by the FPC under the 
1938 Natural Gas Act, a decision 
which the Harris bill would com­ 
pletely nullify. In 1950, the Phillips 
Company owned leases covering 
8,757,452 acres, mostly in Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, New Mexi­ 
co, Oklahoma and Texas, of which 
841,451 acres were then developed. 
On December 31, 1949, Phillips 
owned or controlled by contract 
15.22 trillion cubic feet of proved 
gas reserves, in addition to huge 
oil reserves. In April, 1950, it own­ 
ed 4,380 miles of gas lines in five 
states through which a substantial 
part of the gas it produces moves, 
and also owned 25 natural gasoline 
plants, and a part interest in IO 
others, three of which it operates. 
This is one of the giants that 
control so large a part of the in­ 
dustry. All of them would be en­ 
riched lavishly by an increase in 
the price of natural gas which it 
is forecast will follow exemption 
from 
Federal regulation. 
This 
whole story ought to be brought 
out, as Rep. Wolverton urges, for 
it is part of the bigger story of 


how we are 
governed, 
and by 
whom, and who is the piper that 
we pay.

Women And 
Children First?

WASHINGTON. ~ A few minutes 
before President Eisenhower 
led 
the White House staff to cars to 
start Operation Alert, 1955, a mes-> 
sanger was handing them the noon 
editions of a Washington news­ 
paper bearing in big black head­ 
lines 
the 
legend: 
OPERATION, 
ALERT 
IS 
A 
DANGEROUS 
FARCE, OFFICIAL HERE SAYS. 
If they were amused they hid it. 
The President is taking the new 
drill seriously and levity regarding 
it is not encouraged. 
It is generally admitted, how­ 
ever, by most of the men that 
they had learned that morning 
from their wives something about, 
the program’s deficiencies. Appar­ 
ently it had not dawned on these 
ladies until they actually saw their' 
husbands pack a suitcase for a 
three-day stay that no such plans 
had been made for them or their 
children. Their wives’ farewell em­ 
braces were described by some of 
the men 
as 
rather 
lacking 
in 
warmth. 
The women’s point of view was 
defended by the protesting official, 
deputy district Civil Defense Direc­ 
tor Underhill. He said the first step 
should be the strategic evacuation 
of women and children, the old 
and infirm. 
Mr. Underhill wants more, not 
less Civil Defense. He likes prac-, 
tically nothing about the present 
performance asserting that what 
we have compared to what we need 
is the difference between an ant 
and a dinosaur and that the public, 
knows it. Underhill was chief mili-( 
tary intelligencer editor for 
the 
Army General Staff in World War 
IL 
Congress continued to pretend 
not to notice either what was going 
on or the complaints about it but 
went on legislating. One shrewd 
House veteran said privately he 
thought the protesting wives had 
given the President a useful hint. 
As a politician, he explained, he 
wouldn’t 
support any Civil De­ 
fense program that didn’t begin 
with families. 
The President, of course, could 
retort that Congress actually hasn't 
done anything about Civil Defense. 
It is possible tfiat while he is on 
sound ground in the present exer­ 
cise from the military 
point of 
view, he has overlooked some of 
those intangibles which are vital 
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to the successful politician. 
Federal Civil Defense officials 
will feel that if Operation Alert 
achieves nothing more than public 
discussion and argument, it will 
have served its purpose. The oper­ 
ation, incidentally is actually the 
work of the 
Office 
of 
Defense 
Mobilization, which has responsib-

ility for the executive Branch. ODM 
is entitled to claim that it is doing 
the job assigned to it and that 
deficiencies elsewhere are not its 
fault. 
Because it has not had an arous­ 
ed public opinion behind it, Civil 
Defense has had trouble not just 
with Congress but in getting the 
military to open up on what it has 
to expect. It cannot make plans 
to counter weapons and possibili­ 
ties about which it is not informed. 
The Atomic 
Energy Commission 
has not given CD its full confidence. 
There are people here who feel 
that nuclear warfare has outdated 
Civil Defense no matter how in­ 
telligently 
conceived 
and ex­ 
pensively 
executed. 
They argue 
that alerts are waste motion on 
the periphery of the problem, that 
the problem can only be solved 
by creative political solutions at 
its heart. 
This, too, is 
being 
attempted 
with such moves as the Big Fou r1" 
meeting at the summit. Apparently 
the President feels that the present 
maneuvers will at least contribute 
to a general recognition that the 
problem is a vital one.
